The Lord 
Cliancellor urged a further amendment 
embodying Churchill's Sunderland pro- 
posal'for abolishing the [tower of settling 
lands on unborn persona, but it was dia- 
miasod and tho bill will bo introduced 
substantially in tho form in which it 
left tho house of lords last year. 
It was agreed, however, that tho govern- 
ment will, if necessary,' accept such 
an amendment upon pressure in thu 
house of commona rather than i)lacu a 
provision in the bill. The liberalization 
of tho elective clause of tho local govern- 
ment bill and the enlargement of the 
Bcojje of tho land transfer bill are regard- 
ed as dangerous passages of the next 
Bussioii. One of the oldest, and certainly 
ono of tho shrewdest, Ljberal-Unionist 
iHonibers of tho house of commons, who, 
for obvious reasons, does not want his 
name- or conatiluoney iiiuiitiuned, said in 
an interview to-day regarding tho home 
rule speech of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach: 
"I now consider

and think that its precise form and the 
moment at which it is to arrive are the 
only points still left open to question ; 1 
consider it inconceivable that wo can ever 
return to tho posiition with regard to 
Ireland in which we stood before Olad- 
stono produced his moinorablo bills. Tho 
controversy of the last two years has 
made soine great changes in the Irish 
government unavoidable, and the time 
has come when aorimunious personalities 
on both sides must give place to dispaa- 
sioiiate roasoning on admitted evils of the 
existing ayMtein and tho merits of tho 
nhin by which it is proposed to replace it. 
What, to judge by my uxporieuco of half 
a contiirv, suoms highly probable is, 
that unless the Liberal party can 
manage, whether by a general election 
or otherwise, to re-establish its hold 
upon the Irish policy, tho torios will re- 
peat tho experiment of 1807 and dish tho 
radicals as in that memorable year thoy 
dished tho whigs. Tho whig member for 
a northern county astonished his friends 
by coming out as a Gladstonian candidate 
in 1886. One of his unionist friends ral- 
lying him on his change of front said, 
"Why, you know you dislike houiu iulo 
AS much as any of ub." He replitid; "Per 
haps 1 do, but I can't dislike it more than 
I did tho extension of the franchise in 
1886. Then I broke with my party and 
wont into the cave, turned out the liberal 



giiverniiicnt and iiii but lost my seat; laid 
next session the lories established lujuse- 
hold suffrage. They won't play that trick 
tho second time with me. " This unionist 
member, with several friendd, will un- 
doubtecliy return to tho Gladstone fold 
at the first cqujortunity during the oom- 
ing session.

lluv. .•\. ,1. Alowatt, jjaator of St. Au- 
druw's Church, Frudcricton, N. B., and 
a brother-in-law of Ex-Coun. Craig, of 
Nanaimo, delivered a letter in the regular 
eoiirao of tho Young People's As.sociation 
of St. Andrew's Church, St. .lohn, his 
subjuct being "A Holiday 'I'riji to the Pa- 
cilie." After describing his trip to Winn- 
ipeg, and then to tho Rockies, the lectur- 
er dwelt at length upon tho grandeur of 
these mountjdns. It was impossible to 
imagine anything grander thai, thoni. 
The ride down this side of tho Kockjos, a 
distance of (11 miles, in which a descent of 
nearly 3,000 foot was made, was described. 
The Columbia river was a noble ono, 
winding as it did Ihrough a inagniliceiit 
country. 'I'he Selkirk mountains were 
almost as tino as tho Rockies, being cov- 
ered with trees. After passing the 
Thompson river tho rev. gentleman gavo 
a description of Port Moody, crossed over 
to Vancouver in- a steamer and visited 
Victoria and Nanainio. Tho island was 
full of trees of immoiiHe sizo. The vege- 
tation was luxuriant. The cliinato dur- 
ing thu suinniur months was dry, but 
hardly a day ])assu(l between Novoiubor 
and l<'ebruary but saw a rainstorm. The 
hicturor, after dwelling upon tho buautios 
of the island, spoke of the grandnoas of 
British Columbia.

THE LIBEL SUIT. 

The result of the libel suit, Robson vs. 
Suter, tried in tho Supreme Court yes- 
terday, cannot surprise any one at all fa- 
miliar with the history and facts. Ever 
since Mr. Robaun entered the cabinet, the 
defendant in this case lias followed him 
like a sleuth-hound. Rarely has tho 
Guardittn been issued without containing 
an attack upon the Provincial Secretary, 
and, as stated in evidence, occasionally 
eight different articles attacking him were 
to be found in a single issue. As ^Ir. 
Robson stated in evidence, all these libel- 
ous attacks were passed over, and it was 
only when placed in a position compelling 
him to defend himself, that he brought 
the action. It was duo to himself, to 
his ccjUeagues and to the country to clear 
himself of the vile and malicious libel 
complained of, and the only way that 
could bo d(jne was in a court of justice. 
AiKt we feel well .-issui'ed that no fair- 
minded person will cou-sidcr the verdict 
extreme. 

UY ACCLAMATIOiN. 

We congratulate the country on the 
election by acclamation of Major Prior for 
the Dominion House. It is another index 
of the fact that Victoria is Liberal-Conser- 
vative to tho core and that she is mindful 
of tho great services wliich have been ren- 
dered the province by the governinent of 
Sir .John A. Macdoiiald. Notwithstand- 
ing the repeated assertions of the (irit 
organ that no opiiosition Would bo made 
to Major Pricjr's election, familiar with 
the "stiib-in-tlie-back" policy of that 
newspaper, we warned the friends of the 
government that tho most porsistont ef- 
forts M'ere being made to bring out a can- 
didate.

As a 
last resort Capt. McCallum, tlie Grit 
candidate at tho lost general election, 
was appealed to and he decided to enter 
the breach. Ho canio up from Esquimalt 
yesterday armed with his nomination 
paper and his S200 deposit, but at the 
last moinont hia heart failed him and 
ho allowed JIajor Prior a walk-over. 
Could a more deturiuined attempt 
have been made to bring on a con- 
tost I The Dominion Oovoriimont have 
boon 8C(jring success after success since 
tlio last general election, and this one 
speaks emphatically the fooling of tho 
people of the capital of British Columbia. 
Wo believe that in our now re- 
presentative tho city will have a 
zealous champion at Ottawa and that ho 
will ably assist Mr. Baker, the senior 
member, iu guarding her interests. Major 
Prior is a young man of moro than ordi- 
nary tJilont, did excellent service during 
his brief term in tho local house, 
and wo iiavo no duubt will make his mark 
in tho wider liold of politics now opening 



before hini. Personally a laost genial 
guntlomaii, whose host of friends in this 
city I'.re pleased that he has not been put 
to fchp trouble and expense of an election 
co«^tes'i:^?lve'Tioartily felicitate him on his 
victory. The pleasing intelligence was

The complete exposure of tho Hon. 
T. li. Huini)hreys at The Victoria on Sat- 
urday night was the talk' of the town' oii 
Sunday and yesterday. Indignation was 
general at the base ingratitude of which 
he was guilty to the man who had be- 
friended him. Mr. Dunsmuir's address 
went right to the hearts of his auditors, 
because Hioy know that what ho .spoko 
was tho truth. Mis vindication of liim- 
.sulf carried tlr,! moro weight for the rea- 
son that since the loan was made no man 
but tho lender, or rallior the diiiior, his 
conlidential clerk, and tho bornjwer, 
over knew until kst Wodneday 
night that so charitable an act 
had been done. Not only were tho 
admirers of Mr. Dunsniuir pleased with 
tho scathing ho gave Honest Tom, but 
oven that worthy's own innnediate friends 
are understood to have "cut" him very 
considerably yesterday, while others in- 
formed him that "he had at last got just 
what be bad been a long time seeking." 
lie writes two meaningless cards to tho 
■/'//;ii's hist eveniiiL,' in xvhicli, witli bis 
usual low cunning, he uuikos a vain etlort 
to crawl out of the hole in which he has 
1)0011 placed. He informs tho readers of 
his organ that ^*we have succeeded in 
drawing tho arch-traitor ond politi- 
cal badgers out of their hiding places. 
It now only remains to finish them by ex- 
hibiting their onvenoiuod fang.s," etc. 
This is really too terrible for anything. 
It is char.acteri.stic of that earnest student 
of h.'tL's-lfttivs. II is "words, words, 
cniotj- words." In .uiollier of his brilli- 
ant producticiii.s tl'o .sapient Tom inforuiH 
those who take the t)pi>osition sheet that 
ho had on two occasions .offered to repay 
the note for $400, but yVas refused. We 
are authorized by Mi*. Dunsmuir, and w e 
refer our readers to Kis letter in another 
column, to say that there is not a wcu'd 
of truth in this statement. The only 
occasion upon which Mr. llum])hreys 
even made a preteme of paying it was on 
last Saturday. Hearing that Mr. Duns- 
muir iuteiulod bringing uj) tho traiisacti(Mi 
at tho ineetinL', he rushed wildly into that 
geutlem;ui's ol'ifc on Saiiinliiy afternoon. 
Uy .-i miracle Mr. Dunsmuir happened to 
bo there, though it is the custom of tho 
otlice to close at an early hour on that 
day. He, however, had some iniportant 
letters to write and was at his desk alone, 
for all his employees had long since 
gone, when Mr, Humphreys arrived. 
Ho said in a violent way "Have you got 
that note Jlr, Dunsmuir told him that 
any business l etween him.self and Mr. 
Huiiqiliroys must iio ilone by letter— he 
desired to have no [lersoiial connection 
with him. "All right," said the 
latter iiulividnal, "I'll send my lawyer 
to you." Mr. Dunsmuir waited purposely 
until 6 o'clock to meet the lawyer, but 
none appearing at that late hour, he wont 
home. This is the true story of the offair. 
1 1 maybe interesting, however, to probe the 
matter further and to draw some natural 
coiielusions. Mr. IIuni])hroy3 went to 
Mr. "Duns muir's ollieo long after banking 
hours, since tho banks eloso at 12 o'clock 
noon on Saturdaj's; ho did not produce a 
single cent of money, and his inanner 
was so aggressive that there was a fearoii 
Mr. Dunsmuir's part that should he [no- 
duoe tho note it might be taken from 
him by force. On the other hand, grant 
ing that there was no such intention, lie 
wont to the office at an hour when Mr. 
Dunsmuir is seldom there— it is only rea- 
sonable to suppose tliat he never expect- 
ed to find him, but in tho event 
of the ii;atter being brought up 
could say that ho had endeavored 
I (J find i\Ir. Dunsmuir in order to pay hiin 
b.ack the iiUJiiey, but did not succeed. 
He was siniiewhat, in the position of the 
man win; was looking for work and pray- 
ing he would not liiid it. If Mr. Ilum- 
])hrey.s had tho money with him .at the 
time does any one suppose that lie would 
not have produced it ? Up to last night 
the note had not been redeemed. The 
silly letter he has in the Times, asking 
Mr. Dunsmuir to go himself to Phil- 
harmonic Hall to-night, or to send 
his conlidential clerk, when the money 
wiiuld be handed to him, eajis the elinui.x. 
His friends h.ave now at this last hour, it 
is niidurstood, made up a purse of S-lOO 
which Tom will pr(jbably tlout before the 
audience to-night. I'lverybody knows he 
does nut own §400, and it is a case with 
him of "robbing Petor to pay Paul." Mr. 
Dunsmuir announces in another column 
how he will dispose of the money, if paid 
to hiin. His intention does infinite 
credit to his head and heart. There 
is little doubt that Tom will attempt this 
evening to mislead the electors, to make 
assurtioDS which he knows to bo untruth- 
ful, ill the hope that as the election takes 
[dace next day, and Mr. Dr.nsiuuir conse- 
(jU(!ntly lias no op[)(jitunit,y to rejdy, he 
will carry his point by any moans. \V"o 
warn the electors that such an effort will 
bo made. Though ho may jj "ablo to 
make tho worse appear the butter reason,'' 
we ask the public the flat question, that 
each man must answer according to his 
ecjiisoiontious boliot : Which would you 
believe, from what you know of both men 
— Robert Dunsmuir or Thomas Hum- 
phroys? You see iu the former an hon- 
est, truthful, sinooro and unassuming 
man, while you know the latter to bo a 
dislionesl, untruthful, faithless and swag- 
goring braggart. In his address on Sat- 
urday night— simple in its eloquence- -Mr. 
DuiiBiuuir spoke the words of truth 
and evurybody who hoard him knew it. 
It was boeauHo it was so that it carried 
such weight. One point which Mr. Duns- 
muir omitted to mention makes his'action 
all tho more praiseworthy. When Hum- 
phreys got I hu money ho said, "I suppose 
you will want a note of hand." Mr. 
Dunsimiir, knowing, it is pre/iumed, that 
ho would novor see tho cjup or its equiva- 
lent again, told him it w^s unnecessary; 



said he, "you can return i.ie the money 
when you aro able, Tom." He went away 
and in fivo or six hours rotunied with the 
signed note which Mjr.' Dunsmtiir produc- 
ed on Saturday night. To take another 
vitfw of the matter: "Even supposing that 
Mr. Humphreys did have the moaoy 
with him on Saturday altornoim ami was 
willing to pay the ilolit, is that not o\ on 
moro convincing ovidonce of his ingrati- 
tude and dishonesty^ It goes to show 
that he only made an ollbrt to rndootii tho 
noto because he feared tho consequeaoes, 
since )ie had heard that Mr. Duuaniuir 
had considorod his attack Bui&oient cause 
for laying bare the trausitotibn to the 
public. Ho waited all those moutliB, and 
the idea nevor occurred to him to [r.^y 
back the money until ho was placed in 
tho pillory. A blacker and more dastard- 
ly course than ho bus followed has never 
been biougliL to light in the history of 
iiublic men in this jirovinco. In. Mr. 
Humphreys' speech nt Philharmouio Hall 
on Wednesday night ho said: 

He carcil no moro for :\Ir. Umisinuir tlmn lui 
iliil lor a liCKKar, iu ruci, liu would takd lu.sa 
frorii liiin. \\v. woulil allow no uiillloi:alro or 
avi.-:t(n;nu to trouil unywlioro near his toes 
(lauKliturl. Not if hohoa not a ton-cent piece — 
and he had frequently been in that condition 
(lauKliler)— would be allow it. 

And yob he cared so much fur Mr. 
Dunsmuir that ho took $400 from him in 
hard cash which he still owes. A million- 
aire has somewhat largely trod on his 
toes, as those who were present at Satur- 
day's i.ieoiiiig will testify, and Honest 
Tom is understood not to havo a te'i-cont 
piece of his own iu his [loeket now. What 
TcMU should do is til take his coat oil' and 
go to W(ji'lc. In that event he might s.uno 
lime develop into a respectable 
cili/.cn. llo is comparatively young 
yet, and by turning over a now 
loaf may in time gain a foothold in the 
estimation of the people. At pre'ient his 
conduct is far fnmi being exeiiipliry, and 
his connecti(Ui with tho Opposil io>; casts 
discredit on it. Mr. Mumphrcys aspires 
to be le.-uler of that party, he makes 
no .secret of bis intention to ilepose 
Mr. Beaveii jit the lirst cpportuiiity, 
who, a.H he says, is "no good," and under 
his sheltering wing Mr. Willi.iins t.akes 
the held. It is for the ejectors to say 
whether they will support a candidate 
who is Tom Hunipliroys' ^'inan." We 
confidently believe they will not; but that 
on the contrary their votes will be re- 
corded for Mr.-Shneon Duck, thegovorn 
ment candidate.

The Leaguo of the Hose, a politiio 
religious association formed at Ottawa by 
Englishmen, has decided to admit every- 
body except Catholics and Jlormons. Its 
object is to secure more representation 
for Aiiglo-.Saxons in political ami muni- 
cipal aliairs. It will establish branches. 

Ottiiwa society is agitated over a now 
sensation. A prominent bank ufhcial, 
who left for^Efigland early in December, 
returned without tho lady he was to have 
wedded, a young lady who formerly re- 
sided at Uttawa. Dissatisfaction on his 
paro at the settlement caused him, it 
ajipcars, to fail to put ni an appearance on 
the day lixecl for tho marriage. Tho 
atiiiLr is the single topic among tho gossips. 

OIIEBEC. 

Rose Mullarky, wife of Charles Peter- 
son, Montreal, dropiiod dead. 

Alfred Pare, general merchant, La- 
chine, lias assigned with about $10,000 
liabilities. 

C. E. Legaro, aged 70, employed in tho 
prothonotary's ottice, Quebec, for tlio last 
28 years, died suddenly. 

A judge of tho .superior court left the 
Quebec Basilica in a hull' because of tho 
burning question of precedence, and de- 
clared he would never be so insulted 
again. 

A JVIontreal citizen's meeting decided 
to abandon tho carnival scheme as it was 
felt there was not time to get up a prop- 
er programme, and failure would only in- 
jure Montreal's reputation. 

Rev. Samuel Mascey, well known for 
many yeavs for his ovangeliwition labors, 
has entered tho Episcopal church at Mon- 
treal as deacon. Tlie step has caused 
considerable sensation as it was entirely 
unexpected. 

A whole ccdoiiy of beggars, who say 
they are Arabs, have been at Montreal 
over a month, and have kept tho police in 
hot water, lor the .\rabs were iiersistout 
beggars, aiitl went every here. The po- 
lice magistrate ordered them out of t(jwii, 
and a whole car hiad of them left fur To- 
ronto. 

Tho papal jubilee was celebrated at 
Quebec by an imposing Poutitical mass at 
the Basilica at which the Cardinal otii- 
ciatod, and at >vhich the Lieutenant-Oov- 
ernor, local ministers, the judiciary and 
many other iiotaides assisted. The pro- 
fessors of Laval university were also pres- 
ent. 

A. La belle, wholesale confectioner, 
Montreal, left tho city for Ottawa. Tho 
following day his sister-in-law, with whom 
ho was in partiiursliip, received a letter 
from him saying that ho was about leav- 
ing for Detroit, and that she was to make 
an abandonment of his estate. The aiiairs 
of tho firm are said to be in a very bad 
state. 

Tho members of tho Salvation Army, it 
api)eara, aro to be subjected to the same 
treatment at Montreal that they have un- 
dergone in Queljcc. .Vii atteiii[it was 
made to tire their hall, and tho police iiad 
to bo called out to ijuell a disturbance, 
the windows having been broken and sev- 
eral Salvationists injured. Another out- 
rage was committed some time during the 
meeting, when the door, chairs and plat- 
form of the French barracks, on Bonso- 
oouis street, wore covered with Spanish 
pepper, which rondored thu hall almost 
intolerable.

The iiujuest into the cause of the deiitli 
of the Chinawcjiuan, Ling (iuui, wa.s con- 
tinued at tho pidice court room yesterday 
aftoruooii. 

Dr. Renwick, in reply to Mr. Pooloy, 
stilted thax; ho had aualynod the stoiimcli 
and its contents. Ho found no poison, 
and waa prepared to .itiUo that the cause 
of death was inhalation of carbonic acid 
or cafboiiic oxide gas, the result ol char- 
coal burning in a l)rai'.ier, or bad vyutila- 
tion, or t he products of a coal oil lamj). 

The luHult of the autopsy coiifinod the 
investigation to tho narcotic and asphyx- 
iant poisons, opium, morphia, iiiocouio 
acid, atrychnino and brucia wore 
searched for with negative results, and na 
tho stomach contained undigefltecl iiiuBh- 
roirins, the poisonous prinoiiilo. amaui- 
tino, was looked for without succijas. In 
view of tho nugativo results obtained by 
chemical analysis, Dr. Ronwiok hero stat- 
ed that about ono-fourtli of the content*!

Davie, Q. C, appeared for 
the prcjsecutiou and iMr. A. N. Richards, 
(,). U., instructed by Mr. .). K. llutt, for 
the defence. 

.\t 11 o'clock, all being present, the 
following jurors were sworn: Joseph 
Wilson (foreman), David Doig, T. B. Hall, 
S. T. Styles, .loliii Br.acleii, John Russell, 
V\'^m, Hoathorii and R. IMitchell. 

Mr. Theodore Daviu in opening the case 
said that tho jury might Do sure that some 
unusual cause had iiuluced Sir. Robsou, a 
man who occuiiied a public position, in 
bringing an action of libel. I'ublic men 
had to expect criticism, and to put iq) 
with it, even if unfair, and no pub- 
lic man has a right to compl.'-.in 
however severely his official conduct is 
condemned. But tho press has no right 
to assail privafe character, and iiuuuidi- 
ately it does so its protection is gone. 
However, this rule is t'reiiiioutly broken 
throu'di, and although iiowapapera are 
coiiseiiuently continually exposing tlium- 
aolves to actions, public men can well af- 
ford to let them pass, and this Mr. Rob- 
son had done in Mr. Sutor's case for many 
j'oai's. The present action arose out of a 
criminal jin'secutinn against one K. .lolui 
at the l;ist .May assizes, on wliicli .iccasion 
.lohii, who was prosecuted by Mr. Irving, 
the deputy attiu'iiey-general, h.id been 
found guilty of an .aasault iipun a female 
and sentenced to two years' imprisonment. 
\n ap[)eul in tho case having been taken 
by John, tho ease is now pending in tho 
.Supreme Court of Canada, and John is on 
bail. Referring to this c;iso the Dailij 
Times newspaper hail on tlu! 19th May 
published a highly lilielmis .'ittaek against 
Mr. Robson and Mr. Irving — charging 
them with attempting to cause the mis 
carriage of justice by tho wrongful acipiit 
tal of John — for political purposes — his 
brother being a member of the Local 
House and a supporter of tho gov- 
ernment. In eonaoi|Ueiice of this 
liljel by tlie '/'ii/ic.s the Attornej'- 
lieneral had prosecutiid Mr. McLagaii, 
tin; eilitor, who, tiiiding that tl.e informa- 
tion upon which his attack upon Mr. 
Robson and .Mr. Irving was based, was 
wholly erroneous, in a manly i.nd straight- 
forward way imblished an aiuiile retrac- 
tion and [jaid tho co.stM of the |)rosecutioii, 
which was then allowed to drop. IMean- 
while tlie defendant, in his pajier, the 
( riKinl i(ut, had repeated tlie 'J'iinv.i libel, 
but as ample vindication had been ailbrdetl 
by tho Times' retraction this libel, like 
many which had preceded it, would liavo 
been allowed to pass unheeded had not 
the dofeiidaut, upon tlio J'liiic.s' retrac- 
tion being made, boldlj' asserted that 
the retraction had been caused by 
Mr. Robson bribing the Times tu muko it. 
A libel of this kind iMr. Rijbson could 
not allow to jiass unnoticed. If true his 
instant impeachment and dismissal from 
ofticu would bo imperative. If untrue its 
aulhor*hould be either made to retract 
it or punished i'or its ])ul)licatioii. .Such 
libels are brought about by the notion 
that if ever brought to trial political feel- 
ing will intervene, and cause a disagree- 
ment or, at worst, a verdict for nominal 
d.-xuumea. But this notion is erroneous 
and juries in cases of this kind will ^iiik 
their prejudices and rising to a sense of 
manhood give a verdict according to their 
oath. It wiw well that this sliould be 
unilerstood and we should then have less 
of this persLiual and vilu abuse of pidjlic 
men, who though open to criticism should 
not bo exposed to vindictive personal at- 
tacks. 

P. AH. Irving sworn, said; Ai" deputy 
iittorney-genoral; held' that position in 
May last; the duties of my ofHce are to 
prosecute at criminal trials; remember tho 
lirosecntionof Edwin Jubii; conducted that 
[u-osecution before the Chief .Justice; pris- 
oner was convicted of an assault with in- 
tent to coinmit rape; after the trial saw the 
Times in which was tho article lieailed 
"DwBtici'QtteOT^ There is no ti uth 
in the statement that the chief justice's 
language was directed to inc. During 
the trial 1 ottered to put in as ovidenco 
the ]!apers contained in tho trial at the 
liolice Court. It was the duty of the police 
magistrate, before whom the case is heard, 
to make out these papers. It is not my 
duty to change the papers; what the chief 
justice did say in the case was: "The 
law has provided that when a magistrate 
lills iu a statement it can bo used against 
the prisoner. The document was a r.oiies 
of blanks, and that the greatest 
imbecile alive could do the thing better 
than that"; know Mr. Robson; h(j was 
provincial secretary at tho time; there is 
no truth in the statement that Mr. Rob- 
son sat by me during tho [irogress of the 
trial, and I had no conversation with him 
while that trial was ni jirogress; had no 
conversation with him before tho case 
came up; a criminal information against 
,J. C. McLagan was iiiHtituted; (infonna- 
tioii read) the appearance was entered and 
aubscquently an apology was made; Mr. 
Drake conducted the case for Hie g-.'vorii- 
nicnt, and after the apology the case was 
dropped; the Uadford-John case was con 
ducted in the unual way, und it was never 
the subject of conversation bot'veen my- 
self and Mr. Robson. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Richards— Came 
to the province in February, 1882; did 
not know Mr. Robson then except by 
re|)Utatioii ; have heard that he conducted 
a jjaper; he was not a niuniber of the gov- 
erunient when 1 first came hero; Mr. 
Robson waa elected and was in Mr. 
Siuitho's goveriiiiioiit when I wont into 
the attornoy-goiieral's oflieo; believe that 
defendant publishes an opposition paper 
at Now Wostniinster; do not know how 
many opposition papers there are in the 
province; do not romciiibor of a iiroseeu- 
tion against tha ,Slan<tard being brought 
by the government; know tho plaintill' 
Robson did; a criminalproceedingwas liled 
by tho atttu'uey -general against J. C. 
McLagan ; do not know if a proceedings 
of this kind Ima boon taken since 1830, 
except that tho Attorncy-CTeueral in the 
Imperial House of Commons offered to 
file a criminal iiiformaiion against tho 
London Timen for Parnoll, in order that 
ho might vindicate liiniaolf, McLagan 
pleadt.'I; the Time.i could not have niia- 
taken mo fcu' the police magiatrato. 

Mr. Drake, Q. C, sworn, said;— Am a 
member of tho firm of Drake, .Jackson & 
Holmckon; roniomber tho criminal infor- 
iiuition laid against J. C. McLagun; a ploa 
of not guilty was put in; after tho plea 
had been put in tho proceedings wont on 
towardn tho trial and ponding ths trial 
defendant tamo to mo and oflbrod to make 
an apology; tho ono ho wrote out was not 
accepted ond I drew up another one 
which was accepted and jjublished in tho 



Times newspaper; coats ol' prosecution 
were paid by Mr, Mills, for defendant; 
fche prosecution dropped in consequence. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Rich'iula: — 
Have been here about thirty years; Mr. 
Robson was proprietor of a newspa[)er; 
believe that Mr. Robson had something 
to do with The Coloni.st; under instruc- 
tions from the attorney-general waa acting 
for tho government iu the prosecution 
against tho Times; MoLagan brought an 
ajiology to my ofHco; I did not ttpin-ovo of 
it and I wrote another, but not in hia 
prcsenct'; believe there, was a slight 
alteration in tho one published. 

To Ml". Davis: — Mr^ Mills roproseuted 
the Times newspaper from tho ihooption. 

The court li' ro adjourned for recess ;iiui 
.at 2' ';U iiie proceediuLis were resumed. 

.John Robson sworn: Am Trovincial 
.Secretary; am a nionibur of the Kxeeotlve 
Council and Legislature; held those ollices 
(Jli 11th and 17th May la.-t; remeiiibur 
seeing an article in the Tiiin:.i, heaileil 
"Drastic L'tterancos. " On I'Mi May, liS,S7, 
read that article; it is true that 1 was in 
the court a portion of the time tho Edw in 
.Tohn ciiso was in progress; 1 was there 
with regard to a telegram received from 
Nauaimo about tho colliery explosion; I 
w.is not ill court more than live minutes; 
did not get an oi)l)ortuui:y to spo il; lo 
hiiu; may stjtte ! Ivu'o reiicato.Uy liad oc- 
c.'uuoii to consult the attorney-genoral und 
deputy attorney-general when they are 
Conducting cases in court, l)ut on this oc- 
casion 1 left without apiiroaching Mr. Irv- 
ing; have uo reculleetion of talking to 
.Mr. Irving or tho attorney-general w-itli 
refereiico to that cast; before tho tri.-il; the 
attorney-general brought crimiiml infor- 
mation against tho 'Times and Mr. Drake 
|)rosecutod;' this case was discontinueil : 
the only feeling the govornuient hail iu 
tho m.'itter was to disprove and disabiiiu, 
the jiublic mind of the allegatii^uis con- 
tained in that article; can't say whether I 
had anything U) do with the ni^gol iatious 
for all aiiiilogy, except that the apology 
was subniitteil to mc; ..Mr. .McLagan e-dl- 
ed upon me; the imprcssiim I had at the 
time was that ho wislieil to lead up to .-ui 
apology and up to that time there were 
no . negotiations between me and iln; 
Times' about an upology; the pa- 
per [irodliced is the Mdiiiliuul (! kk nl inn; 
it has an artich; lie.-uled the '•Finances 
of British Ccdumbia;" .saw tlii^ arlicle; 1 
look no steps at that time; passed il i ver 
as I have passed over liundredsoi' similar 
attacka; when 1 say hundreds 1 may say 
that since I have been in the government 
for the last five yoara there has scarcely 
been an issue but tli.-it articles have 
appeared reflecting on me. 

Producing a file of tho Guardian Mr. 
Robson continued: In this file I nut icr 
that there is scarcely aii issue that dues 
not coutiiin the name, "Honest .loliii." 
Fur many ye.us they have followed me 
like a sleuth hoinul, attacking both my 
public and lu'ivate character. 

A copy of tlie (liKirdiiiii with an ;ir- 
ticle headed "The End of a Liliel JSuil," 
was then re;id. 

Mr. Robson, continuing, said: Read 
that article and very soon after com- 
menced proceedings; it was that article 
that caused me to bring the auit. 

Croas-exainined by .Mr. Richards— Have 
known Mr. Sutei- for the last twenty 
years; he has been engaged in eilitiiig 
r.ews[)apers most of tliat time ; 1 iiublishcil 
a jiaper iu ^>ow Westminster from 18(jl 
t.) 181)1); then cainu to Victoria and edited 
TiiK Coi.oNi.sT in the fall of IStiD; con- 
tinued editor to spring of 1875; then re- 
ceived tho appointment of paymaster and 
receiver of railways for British Columbia; 
remained in tho eni]doy of the government 
until February 187'*; when 1 left 1 \vas 
living at New- Westminster; about a year 
after 1 b(Uight the I'acijii: Ui ndd, it was 
early iu , laniiary, LSBl ; changed the name 
to the lii 'di.sli Cvluiuhian and heltl it until 
1 came down to attend a meeting of the 
Legislature; sold it when I came down 
here to take oflieo to iny brother and 
iMr. Pearson; the pa|)er has taken an in- 
dependent course; give work to the Brit- 
ish Culumbian; do not give any work to 
.Suter; Sutor had no connection with a 
paper at Now Westminster when I started 
in 1861; I believo he commenced when I 
assumed tho editorship of The Colonist; 
when 1 bought out the Hciald it w.is a 
supporter of the W;ilkem governnioiit; 
1 proi)o3ed to pursue an independent 
course; can swear that I had no .".jt lun- 
pose, when ! bought that paper of form- 
ulating public opinion, so that I would be 
elected: after I bought the Ueraid, Suti r 
became tho supporter of tho'Walkem gov- 
ernment; think 1 am entitled to 8(jnie credit 
for changriig tho opinion of the constitu- 
ency; over since 1 was clettetl Mr. .Suter 
continually wrote against tliego\ ernmeiit, 
and myself particularly; he is thore still, 
writing against the government; 1 never 
intentionally libeled u person through my 
paper; John Trutch never assaulted ma; 
J did write an article headed "A N'oice 
from the iJnngcon"; Sir Matthew liigbie 
sent me lh(;re for contempt; sued the 
iStundnnl for libel; .Mr. tiuiith was brought 
into the jjolice court und was bound ovei ; 
1 never Hsked him to make an apology; 
can go on with the case at any time; "was 
in the court during the John-Radfonl 
trial certainly not nioro than four or five 
minutes; did not say that I hud the set- 
tleiueiit of the apology; Mr. McLagancame 
to my olhee; I am .i Briiiah Columbian: 
was a reformer in politics in Ontario; I 
was not disuiiasd from tho oflieo of pay- 
master when the Sir John Macdouald 
government came into power; tho office 
was abolished; it was not in coiiseiiueiice 
of .McLag.-in coming to my ollice that a 
settlement of the ajiolugy was made; did 
ni.it cliange tlie ajioLigy; iliiiik I suggested 
some sliglit alteratiou.H; I iliil not trouble 
my niiiitl about the mode of procednro 
my homo is here; Sutor's i)aper li.is a lim- 
ited circulation; it is a very rare thing to 
find a Guardian in the district; did not 
bring my suit where the paper is imb- 
lished because it did not suit mo to do so, 
and because 1 did not feel compelled to 
inconveuieiice myself by going to any 
town; 1 think it perfectly fair to bring 
my suit iu Victoria; I am known hero as 
much as I am on tho mainland; did 
not write to IMr. Sutor; he know per- 
fectly well when ho got the writ that the 
way was clear for him to apologize; did 
not know that niy jiroper course was to 
writo to him; I left that matter in tho 
hands of my law-yer. 

To Mr. Davie — The Ue.rald waa sup- 
pfirting the Walkom government and Su- 
tor's paper was opposed to that govorn- 
mont. 

Tho defence calling no witnesses, Mr, 
Theo. Davie addressed tho jury, alluding 
to the libol as of the grossest character 
even among tho many that defendant liad 
written of his client, and cliari'.cteri/.iiig 
the lino of defence taken as an aggravation 
of tho libel. At the conclusion of his 
remarks he asked tho jury to consider 
what their feelinga would have boon upon 
suoing a similar libel upon them, what 
injury to their character would bo efFeoted 
by allowing to go uncontradicted such 
malicious, cruel and unfounded stato- 
nioiits; to reflect that nominal dmiiages 
would tacitly carry with it an approval of 
the defeiidant's conduct and virtually he 
a verdict in bin favor. Ho therefore aaked 
that tho defendant bo visited with ex- 
emplary damages to show tho public thiit 
redress for calumny can be obtained at the 
hands of a jury— - else, said cuunsol, men 
amarting under similar wrongs would re- 
sort to the bowio knife, the shot gun, and 
tho revolver. If a wretch picked your 
pocket aud robbetl you of $5 or §50 he 
would bo sent to the penitentiary for a 
term of years. How much more thou 
should alibelorbo punished by exemplary 
damages, who robs you of V^hftUiftnuot bo 
measured by money, your reputation, and 



that which secures to you the society and 
appreciation of your friends. 

[Fhe address of Mr. Richards, Q. C, 
was continued to some length, his priu- 
cijial grounds of defonco being tli;it his 
client had made merely what were fair 
and ^o/i/( comiiiunts upon the plain- 
tilf in hia |iolitic;\l char.-ictur; that the 
plaintill' bad lieeii the author of sonie- 
wdiat similar attacks in past times upon 
the defendant; aud that the cimrse pur- 
sued by the attorney geuor.".! in tiling i«i 
e.K ojjicio criminal hifunnation against the 
Times now8i)aper was a star chamber pro- 
ceeding, unknown during the present 
reign, and indicative of the strong per- 
sonal feeling exercised by tliii government 
against its political oppononts. So far 
from asking fur nominal damages, ho 
a iked and expected a verdict for his 
client. 

IMr. ,1 ustito Crease having defined the 
law of libel to tho jury, reminded them 
that while such definition was to form a 
guiilu to their decision, yet thoy were the 
judgea both of tho law and the fact. Al- 
luding to the ])roaont c.-iao, he continued 
that while they, being both judge and 
jury, were not bound by his opinion, he 
intended to uau hia right to express it, to 
the efl'cct that tho words used wore un 
doubtodly libelous, and that as to 
malicious giotive the atatemeut by defen- 
dant's counsel that ])l,iintill' upon a former 
occasion had aupplanted him, only fur- 
nished a motive for ill feeling which 
seemed lo have existed ever since. They 
weie to cast aside all projudice, political 
and [lersonal, iu rendering thoir verdict, 
and if they found for plaintill' to gauge tho 
amount by the degree of malicious inten- 
tion nnd the extent of tlio injuiy inflicted, 
liut not to give vindictive damages. 

The jury, after a t hree-iioartur hour's ab- 
sence, returned with a verdict for plaintiff; 
damages, $1,000.
